Historically, the Danube has played an 
important role in world developments. In 
past centuries its waters furnished a barrier 
to armies trying to cross, but also a route 
for forces following its course. Its valley 
has been the invasion route of many armies | 
from olden days till now. In the days. of 
the Roman Empire it was the famous Ister. 
In péacetimes it~ has been the eonnecting 
link for travel and:trade' among the nations 
along its course. 

The Iron Gate, until the construction of- 
the by-passing canal, was always an ob- 
stacle to navigation, ‘The ancient Romans 
cleared a channel and constructed a tow 
path on about the same alignment as used 
by the present channel. For many years 
prior to 1896, the Iron Gate sector and the 
upper Danube were dominated largely by 
Austria-Hungary in spite of the inter nationa) 
agreement made by the Congress of Vienna 
in 1825. The delta sector of the river, how- 
ever, beginning in 1856, was supervised by 
the European Danube Commission, 

Germany has, of course, had complete 
control and use ofthe Danube since the 
conquest of the country through which it 
passes and used it extensively in the trans 
portation of equipment to the Nazi armies | 
in the Russian campaign. Between World | 
War I and the present Germany occupancy, 
the Danube, which-formed the natural link 
between seven independent nations, was un- 
der at first the Inter-Allied Danube Commis- 
sion, and since 1920 the International Dan- 
ube Commission agreed upon at & confer- 
ence of ambassadors in Paris on June 17, 
1920, By this a voice in the navigation of 
the Danube was given to Britain, France, 
Italy, Belgium and Greece, as well as the 
Danube riparian nations.
